er's wife. The hard werk, the isola- 
tion, the monotonous existence, did 
indeed, prove too much for farm wo- 
men, and it was out of the dire ex- 
tremity of their case that salvation 
was evolved. Suddenly the convict- 
jon established itself here and there 
about.the country that it did not real- 
ly have to be, that the answer was 
not in filling the asylums, nor yet in 
forsaking the farm for the city, but 
in chang:ng farm conditions, socializ- 

ing the farm as it were. 

In the !ast decade club women have 
become ‘leeply interested. Mrs. 
Loyhed, out of Minnesota, is reputed 
to have aone yeoman service in her 
effort to carry club life into the rural 
districts.

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Conserve the Man on the Farm 


Amongall the ideas that have been advanced about conservation, 
none seem to haveineluded the most important of them all. The” man 
himbelfis vastly more important and more worthy of conservation than 
any material thing he may have on the farm, or eveh the farm itself. 
Withotit him all else would be of no account. 

There are yet farmers who have an exnited iden of value of muscle 
ion farming operations and who pride themselv3s upon their early rising 
and long hours of work. Such men despise modern machinery and 
think ifs use indicates Inziness. ‘They get out of bed at 5 o'clock every 
morning, winter and summer whether there is anything to do or not. 
They deprive themselves of opportuuities for reading and self-culture, 
because they can’t keep awake after supper, anil they wear out years 
sooner than they should. Times have changed, men must, also. 

Such men were necegsary in pioneer days, when both methods 
and machinery were imperfect, when there were more farmers than of 
other classes and their products in small demand and low priced. With 
the crude methods and machinery of early days long hours and grest 
physical.sirength and endurance were necessary, A premium was placed 
on this method of living and working, and he who dared to lie in bed 
lid so under the penalty of being called lazy. 

Modern knowledge methods and machinery have removed the ne- 
cessily for such ways of living, says the Kansas Farmer, and have taught 
the farmer that he is a bitsiness man and not a day Iaborer and "that he 
may and should use business methods and hours on the farm. The suc- 
cessful business man works hard and puts in more hours during the year 
than does the farmer, but he takes care of himself. His hours of rising 
are fixed by habit, so that he gets up when he is rested and when tle 
day has begun. He could do nothing during the nzoic hours of the very 
euly morning, which are very profitably spent in resting. He gets “to 
vis office in time to meet other business men and his hours are regu'at .d 
ny method, 

With the farmer the hours must be different, as he has'a differe: t 
work and his business is with nature more than with men; but: he can 

«till have system and method and prosper for it Except in the emer 
sencies of ctopping lie can, and @hoald observe such hours of labor d+ 


-‘tudy and adopt systematic methods. and he should take care of hime:if. 

Only the healthfulness of his occupation has saved many a farm- 
er from premature bresking down, and, even though saved from this, 
there can remain but little dowht that he wears out sdoner—than neces 
sry. What can it profits man'to earn a whole section and eo wear 
himsélf out that he cannot enjoy ite fruits? 

And this applies with intense free to the farmer’s wife, the first 
step in true economy and conservation should be to conserve the wife, 
then the man, and after them, the fertility of the suil. Own the farm, 
boss it and run it. Don't let it own and enslave you.—Dry-Farming. 


Every Man Can Learn—If 


No tnatter what sort of furming you are doing, you can ibirn 
things about your own business every day. The man who is not going 
ahead is surely going back. You can’t atand still in this age of hustle 
without going back, You can’t stand still without going back in this 
age of hustle. The crowd goes on and leaves you. One way of learning 
what your neighbors are doing is to attend the fairs and study the exhi 
bits. You can see what the best of them are doing there, and compare 
results with your own. If they mature wheat when everyone else had 
their crops nipped there’s:a reason. If their hogs are ready for the mar- 
ket three weekd before youra, there is some? one thing to account for it. 
Tue best farmers are those who study. ‘They are always learning. If 
they make mistakes and they all do, for farmers are just as human as 
ther men, in spite of some people’s ideas, they take those mistakes as 
lessons and do not repeat them.

SA'LING IN STORMS 


Gust Struck Aeroplane of British Av- 
lator When 2,000 Feet up—He 
Landed on Back Unhurt 

Mr. Barrington Kennett, lecturing 
in London recently on aviation, stated 
that the danger of air navigation was 
very much over-estimated. Going, 
through the list of fatal ‘accidents that 


have occurred im England, he pointed 


out that the only one of the nine 
which was absolute’ unavoidable 
was that which entailed the death 
of Mr, Grahame Gilmour. Rolls fell 
because he had put an improvement 
of his own design on an American 
machine. Grace simply lost his way 
and was drowned, Benson, who fe 
in a Valkyrie machine at Hendon 
had @ weak heart, and undoubtedly 
fainted in the air; Cammel was too 
daring with a machine of which he 
had no oxperience; Oxley’s machine 
broke in the alr, It is true, but he was 
doing trick-flying; Napier and Ridges 
were both of them trying very risky 
flights. 

The sensationg of an accident that 
did not end fatally were described, 
Lieutenant Reynolds was flying near 
Bedford last year. He was about two 
thousand feet up when he got into a 
bad thunderstorm. A powerful gust 
ttrick him under his planes, and he 
turned two complete somersaults in 
the air. When he was about 1000 
teet up his seat and baggage fell off, 
but meanwhile his machine  sidled 
down in yreat curves till it landed on 
its back. The first thing he: saw 
on landing thus was a very old gen- 
tleman who had been bathing and 
lightly clad had run to the spot, Im- 
mediately school-boy memories came 
back, ani he concluded the ald gen- 
tleman was Charon, He looked 
about for the boat, but, after being 
puzzled at its absence, he grew cons- 
cious of lis real and more happy wher.

Those persons who keep abreast of 
the affairs of the day must find more 
than pasring satisfaction in the bet- 
terment the large cities continue to 
inject in thelr police departments. 
The public demands that the police 
officer be removed as far as possible 
from things political. In cities 
where politics flourishes we find the 
most inforior grade of police officers. 
‘che moment a policeman becomes 
inerely a cog itt some political machine 
lis duties are woven around a cotitrol 
of votes--to the exclusion of the per 
formance of his natural functions, 

The larger cities, such as New York 
and Chisago, long since came to the 
realization that the policeman is em- 
ployed by the taxpayers to patrol the 
tb aid ‘o mixintain peace and or- 

er. 

The cop is in reality, similar to the 
battleship. If the United States 
Navy were composed of this type of 
vessels tie result would be almost a 
standing invstution for some more 
powerful nation to engage in combat 
and sink the ships. 

The more physically powerful a po- 
Hceman is, the less trouble he en- 
counters ir enforcing obedience. 
There was never a better idea origin- 
ated than the equipping and mainten- 
ence of gymnasiums in police ata- 
tlons. And there is not a more 
workable idea than the forming of 
baseball football, and track teams 
nmong officers of the law so as to 
give them some purpose for always 
bettering thel: physical conditfon. 

The patrolman is an object lesson 
not simplv te the crook and yegg, but 
When Of- 
ticer Cascy rushes out into the street 
and stops a runaway team at the risk 
of life and limb, he has set a stand- 
ard of heroism In his precinct at least, 
ind this standard is bound to exert a 
vood infl.ence on both the boys and 
the men !n that neighborhood. 

On the other hand, any display of 
cowardice or physical weakness on 
the part of a police officer, tends to 
shatter the idol of the law, apd sug- 
gests to citizens the weakness of the 
law, Fut the policeman, for his 
own sake and because he is ever ex- 
posed to hazards and dangers, should 
keep himeelf in such condition that he 
will be able to give a good account 
of himself when the time comes. 

The most successful officers of the 
‘aw, und the ones who command the 
most respect, ar? not those who are 
always ready to ‘use the club or gun, 
those who are willing to mix, not 
through their power of legal right, 
but because they are the masters. 
The polive officer is the emblem of an 
imperfect civilization, His position 
has been made possible only because 
physical force is sll necessary to 
ruppress certain wrongs. ll of this 
{s apart from his duties as an aid to 
the sick and afflicted, and unless he 
personally scts before himself an ideal 
of physical fitness, he is going to be 
less capsble as an officer. 

There is » great deal of difference 
between a police officer, who is in 
good physical condition and one who 
1g a natural bully, Adherence for at 
1east an hour a day to the routine. of 
the gymnasium is one of the most 
comméndble practices a policeman 
can indulge in.—Frank Gotch.
